the stones is" groats, or tho whole ker- 
nels, dust, seeds, etc., and -these must 
be separated; by moans of a combina- 
tion.pf sievos. and. fans the groats are 
separated- from.the,other material, and 
are then ready for'grinding. 
For extra 


quality^meal'the groats/may again .be 
shelle.djauii,als'o;pa3s'e3.'through a brush- 
ing machine. 
The grinding of them 


must not be long dela3-ed, as a few weeks' 
exposure renders them unfit for milling. 
In grinding the groat, the great aim is 
to avoid pulverization, and to have the 
granules cut square and of uniform size. 
Oat-meal is generally denominated by 
the cut—as pin-head cut, rough cut, 
.medium ^and'.jine cut—though these 
torms.have different districts. 
After the 


grinding1- the'meal is passed through 
sieves and the sittings graded according 
tosize."—Our Young People. 


Son:iinl and Bedouin Honor.

in observing the wild'rules of the desert.

And not only is the 
inviolable reverence for the hospitality 
of the. tent,, .-when, once granted, fully 
maintained, but we are even told by- 
travelers that they have occasionally left 
a tent in the desert for upward of a 
twelvemonth, and returned to find that 
not ono cord or one peg had been 
•touched. 


There have even been cases in which 


travelers who, according to the rules of 
the desert',1 have been quite legitimately 
robbed,"hare, "by'a sudden appeal to the 
honor of their captors, obtained not only 
their: freedom but a restitution of their 
stolon property.'; Sucli;was the experi- 
ence of Sonn'ini," a scientific French trav-

When soaked the husk is partly 
torn away, and facility of digestion in- 
creased. Poultry will carefully pick out 
the soaked grains from the drv when al- 
lowed a preference in the matter. 


—Fence corners with their masj of 


brush and weeds afford secure retreat for

the winter, and for the deposit of eggs 
of others ready to hatch in early spring 
the larva prepared, to engage in depre- 
dations upon the first plants that appear.

habits. They had very little to say about 
the insect. They often caiigJitbne, but 
onlyforsport, and did not think it-worth 
while1; to study so. common'an" insect.' 
Finally she asked -the dunce,-who had 
silently, but with kindling-eycs;-listenecl 
to what his schoolmates hesitatingly said; 
He burst out with a description'of :the 
head, 'eyes, wings and feet;of;;the little 
creature, so full and enthusiastic -that the 
teacher was astonished and'the- whole 
school struck-with wonder. He told how 
it walked and ho wit ate.'and many things 
which were entirely new to his'-.toacher.

•"Than'k you-! -:You have given us a real

The teacher however-wisely encouraged 
him in this pursuit, and -asked him- to 
bring beetles and' -butterflies and cater- 
pillars to school, and -tell what he knew 
about them. -The boy'was delighted by 
this unexpected twn of affairs; m a few 
days the listless dunce- was the- marked 
boy of 'that 'school. -Books on, natural 
history were procured • for him, and-a 
world of wonders.opened to his rappre.- 
ciative eyes. He read and-studied;and 
examined; .he sooti'understood the.'.ne-: 
cessity of knowing-something of mathe- 
matics,, geography and-grammar for the 
successful carrying out of his favorite- 
stud}', and he made rapid progress in his 
classes. In short, twenty years later he 
was. eminent as a naturalist,' and owed 
his success, as he never hesitated to ac- 
knowledgc,-'to-that discerning teacher.
